Under this contract, companies of men with teams and

tions. There was work for everyone with a wagon. Ac- 
cording to John Crook: - 


This was the beginning of good times for 
E Heber. Plenty of money rolled in. Grain kept rais- 
e. ing until it reached $3.00 a bushel for oats and $5.00 
for wheat. Merchandise was high also. Stoves were 
from $150 to $200 each. Sugar and nails were $1.00 
a pound. Factory and prints cost $ .50 to $1.00 per 
yard. A good wagon cost $300 and everything else 
in proportion.* '

HEBER BIOGRAPHIES 


was the fifth child in a family of eight, viz: 
Mary Simkins. Jennie Henrichson. Owen F.. 
Golda Mann. Florence Gilner and Lois Me- 
Conkie. He married Lizzie Belle Hicken. 
daughter of John Henry and Isabelle Helen 
Todd Hicken in the Manti Temple January 
2, 1918. She was the fourth child in a fam- 
ily of seven, viz: Catherine Rasband, Ethel 
Mabey. Lizzie Belle, Irwin Todd Hicken. 
Geneve Smith and Nellie Bennett. 

Born to Owen and Lizzie were six chil- 
dren. Surviving are Karl Frederick, Jay 
H. Lucile Mahoney and LaRon Norman. 
All are married and have families. 

Owen received his education in the ele- 
mentary and high schools at Heber and the 
Utah State Agricultural College, where he 
was a member of the Alpha Delta Epsilon 
Fraternity. He taught school in Heber in 
1917-18 and at the Sevier High School the 
following year. 

As a boy he delivered groceries for his 
father's store. After returning from Rich- 
field he took over the management of the 
store in 1920 upon the retirement of his fa- 
ther who moved to Provo. In 1927 most 
of the general stock was closed out and con- 
fined mostly to groceries along with fresh 
and cured meats which had been added a 
few years previous and self-service was in- 
troduced for the first time in Wasatch Coun- 
ty. 

In October 1933 the IGA System was 
adopted and a very complete stock of IGA 
and standard brands were stocked. The 
store room at this time was completely re- 
modeled with new shelving, display counters 
and redecorated to comply with IGA require- 
ments. 

The front of the building had twice been 
remodeled. with an entirely new front in 
April of 1927. The business proved most 
successful for a period of 25 years. Be- 
cause of other interests and the desire of 
Earl H. Smith & Sons to expand their busi- 
ness the stock and building was sold to 
them on July 25, 1944, and operates as 
Wasatch Market. 

Owen has since been engaged in farming. 
registered Angus livestock and apartment 
rentals. 

Owen has been active in civic affairs. He 
was a charter member of the Heber Lions 
Club and was secretary for ten years: 
served three two-year terms on the City 
Council and was a volunteer fireman from 
1927 to 1959, serving as a secretary for sev- 
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eral years. and is now an honorary mem- 
ber. He was dependable and always there 
whenever the fire siren blew. He has been 
president of the Wasatch Mutual Insurance 
Co. for a number of years. 

He has been active in church work. serv- 

ing as Sunday School Superintendent, Stake 
Sunday School secretary and ward clerk 
for ten years. In 1939 he was called to a 
Stake Mission and served a year when he 
was released to serve as second counselor 
in the bishopric. He filled an LDS mission 
in Texas-Louisiana from 1950-52, accom- 
panied by his wife the last six months. 
They were assigned to Waco, Texas. 
c has always been active in various 
organizations, particularly in the Relief So- 
ciety in which she has served as organist 
under several presidents, secretary for eight 
years, Theology teacher and second coun- 
selor in the presidency. She is now as- 
signed on the quilt committee and also as 
a district visiting teacher for a number of 
years. Other than church work she has 
been secretary of the Garden Club, Ladies 
Firemen Auxiliary, DUP  Forget-me-not 
Camp and at present, secretary of the DUP 
County Board since 1956. 

Upon returning from their mission in 1952 
Owen was called as Stake Mission president 
and his wife as secretary until their releas 
in September 1957. At present he is ch 
man of the ward genealogical committee and 
his wife as secretary. He is also secretary 
of the ward High Priests quorum.
